This I think the plain 
meaning of the Apoſtle, fo that his inculcating God's 
gracious Deßęn in appointing Government, and Gover- 
nours, is not a Limitation of his Exhortation to Obedi- 
ence and Submiffion, but an Enforcement of it. That 
this Opinion is not new, I appeal ro the Book of Foms- 
lies, which you did acknowledge, © Containd a godly

when you took poſſeſſion of your Living. In this Book, 
(ro which I think there is zo Anſwer come out) it is affir- 
med, That Kings and Princes, as well the evil as the good, 
do reign by God's Ordinance, and that Subjeiis are bounden 
to obey them, Many Places of Scripture are brought ro 
prove it; but two ſpecial Places in the New Teſtament, 
may ftand initead of all other; then after quoting ar 
large Rom. 13. and 1 Pez. 2. it thus applies em: By 
theſe two Places it is moſt evident, that Kings, Queens, 
and other Princes, are ordained of God, are to be obeyed 
and honoured of their Subjedas ; that ſuch Subj eds as 
are diſobedient, or rebellious againſt their Princes, diſobey 
God, and procure their own Damnation, Farther, if Ser- 
wants muſt obey bad Maſters, as well as good, much more 
muſt Subject: ſubmit to evil Princes Goes on, p. 
345. to ſhow the Happineſs of being governed by good 
Princes, and the Obligation Princes lie under to imitate 
God their King. Afterwards it ſhows the Miſery of be- 
ing under evil Princes, from Eccleſ. 10. 16. and Prov. 
28. 15, and 16 Verles, whence ariſes this Queſtion, 
What ſhall Subjects do then? Shall they obey good Princes, 
and contemn, diſobey, and rebel againſt indiſcreet and evil 
Governours God forbid. This is à perilous thing, to make 
Subject Fudges of their Princes, which Prince is good, and 
which bad — And in p. 346. 1s not Rebellion the 
greateſt of Miſchiefs > And who are moſt likely to do the 
greateſt of Maiſchiefs, but the worſt of Men 2 Rebels are 
apreſt to rebel againſt the beſt of Princes, eſpecially zf 
they be young in Age; Women in Sex, or gentle and courte- 
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„„ in Government, Rebellion is worſe than the wore 


Government. 

God placeth as well evil Princes as grod ones. N you 
precure or continue 4 good Prince? be obedient ; would yu 
be eaſed of the Miſchiefs of a bad one? repent and amond, 

St. Paul ex borts Timothy e pray for «thoſe in Authority, 
which was either Caligula, Claudius, or Nero, 

Were theſe bare Affirmations, they ſhould not be con— 
tradicted by thoſe who have acknowledgd em to be 
godly and wholſome Doctrines, unleſs they do not con- 
tinue to think them ſo, and then methinks they ſhould 
relirquiſh the Advantage they reap by that Acknowledg- 
ment. But theſe are far from bare Affirmations, they are 
backt with ſuch good Reaſon, and ſo many plain Texts 
of Scripture, that I don't doubt bur they may be of good 
uſe to convince any impartial Reader, that the ſupreme 


Magiſtrate receives his Commiſſion from God, and is to 


be obeyed and ſubmitted to as his Vicegerent; and that to 
leave People ar liberty, to diſobey or reſiſt, when he 
acts beyond, or contrary to his Commiſſion, and to leave 
this to the People's judgment, is to leave it to their 
Choice, whether they will obey or no.

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I pray conſider what will be the Conſequence of rhis 
way of arguing, viz becaule ſome Prohibirions, though 
exprels d ina general, are to be taken in a limited Senle, 
therefore all may be ſo; thus becauſe all Killing is hot 
Murder, therefore all Adultery is not Sia; and becauſe 
all Evil- ſpeak ing is not Slander, therefore all Stealing is 
not Sin. I think I need ſay no more to confute this 
looſe way of Reaſoning; if it were neceſſary, I could 
eaſily ſhow, that in all the general Prohibitions you have 
inſtanc'd, there is in the Scripture either a Command, 
or an Allowance, which ſtands as an Exception to the 
general Rule; rake one for Inſtance, Thou ſhalt not kill, 
Exod. 20. 13. yet in Rom. 13. 4. it is faid of the Ma- 
giſtrate, that he beareth not the Sword in vain : for he is 
the miniſter of God, 4 revenyer, to execute wrath upon 
bim that doeth evil: And in Gen. 9. 6. Whoſo ſheddeth 
man's blood, by man ſhall his blood be ſhed ; by which it 
is plain, that notwithſtanding the general Command, 
Thou ſha't not kill, the Magiſtrate may, and ought to 
puniſh Murtberers with Death. 

I muit obſerve, That by thus pleading for a Limira- 
tion of this Prohibition of refiſtiog Governours, you 


con, that without a Limitation, the general Pro- 


hibition is againſt it; therefore in order to prove that 
the govern'd Society have a Right to ſecure themſelves, 
by reſiſting their Governours, (for ſuch a Right vou 
plainly contend for) in order to prove this, I conceive 
you oughr to bring plain "Texts of Scriprure, which 
command, or at leaſt aliow this Privilege to all gover- 
ned Societies; or elſe I can't fe bar this general Prohi— 
bition binds the whole Society, and every individual 
Member, from reſiſting the Magiſtrate; morcover, in 
order to make uſe of this Right, there mv't b= tome 
Judge when is rhe proper time for it.

22. and therefore it is to be hop'd, in the next Edition 
of your Meaſures, you will oblige the World wich what 
that Original Contract ſays on this Head; and if it be 
back'd with 2s good Reaſon, and as many and plain 
Texts of Scripture, as the Homzly brings to prove, that 
the Magiſtrate's Power is from God, and that we Chri- 
ſtians are bound to obey evil as well as good Princes; 
I don't know but it may do your Cauſe more good, than 
all the reſt of Mr. Hadley s Works. | 

As for your Cafe of habirual or actual Madneſs, I 
think neither Divines nor Lawyers ſo proper to preſcribe 
what is fit to be done in that Caſe as Phyſicians : But, 
(by my Lord H s Rule, That what has been, may 
be) it is poſſible the People may be mad, how ſhall the 
Nation be ſecured from ruin then > Why, he that ſtills 
the raging of the Sea, can cure the Madneſs of the Peo- 
ple, and of the Prince roo, and will do it when he ſees 
fit. This Thought ſhould filence all our Complaints, 
when we reflect upon our inability ro ſecure our ſelves 
from Ruin; and make us adore the Wiſdom and Good- 
reſs of that All-wiſe and Gracious God, who hath placed 
God, lays the Homi/y) 


maketh a wicked Man rcign for the ſins of the People, 
Jab. 34. 10. and again, God giveth a Prince in his anger, 
Hoſe 13. 6. meaning an evil One. If this be one of 
God's ways of correcting us for our Faults, and reclaim- 
ing us to our Duty, twill be better for us to improve it

Impenirency ; for had we both Power and Righ to (e- 
cure our ſelves againſt this Stroke of divine Ve ngahce, 
God hath ſeveral other ways, no leſs ſevere, to puniſh 
ſinful and rebellious Man.

I muſt obſerve to vou, that you own this Invitation 
was not a National Act, bur made in their fprivate Ca- 
pacity, fo that your Inference drawn from it, in 47 and 
48, that it was more a National Act, than the Murther 
of King Charles I. is not well grounded; though, I 
think, there have been ſome weekly Writers labouring 
to prove it ſo, But I don't ſo much wonder at them, 
they muſt write as their Maſters dictate to them.
